One of the most important measures that the 


Fittieth Congress will be called upon to con- 
sider is the bill presented last winter by Mr. 
Crain of Texas regulating the official term 
of members of Congress, and providing that 
each Congress shall meet two months after 
the election, instead of waiting 395 days as 
it does now. Mr. Crain has realized that an 
important public measure like this must have 
time to impress its importance upon the 
country. He therefore began its &dvocacy a 
year agd, though he did not expect the bill to 
pass then. It was a short session, and other 
things of immediate necessity were pressing. 
The present tenure of a Representative in 


Congress 1s unsatisfactory in the extreme to 


both parties, so its correction would not be a 
party measure, but one commending itself to 
the good sense of the whole country. , 

Under the present method members-élect 
draw $3,600 of the people’s money before they 
render any legislative service whatever. Bo- 
tween the election of Congressmen and their 
meeting, issues of great iocal im portaace may 


be greatly modified or be eliminated from 


politics. Under ths present system there is 
really but about six or eight months’ work in 
each two years’ term. short session is 
usually barren of great results, and about 
all the useful work of each Congress is done 
in the first and long session.

During this week the 
speaking will be maintained by a big 
corps of orators, chief among whom 
will be Senators Evarts and Hiscock, 
ex-Senator Warner Miller, and ex-Mayor 
Seth Low of this State, Senator 
Frye of Maine, and Senator Allison of Io 
With good weather the rural districts ought 
to make an excellent showing election- 
day.

The Wreck Is Fully Identified and There 


Among the Lost — Ten Dead Bodies 
Sighted by a Chicago Schooner—A Liv- 
ing Victim Afloat on a Cabin Roof. 
Yesterday afternoon the tug Edith picked 
up the front part of a pilot-house six miles 
southeast of Two Rivers, Wis. Attached to 
it was a handsomely carved sign-board with 
the name “Vernon.” This settles beyond all 
doubt the identity of the steamer that went 
down in Lake Michigan Saturday morning. 
Late last night the schooner Blazing Star ar- 
rived in Chicago and reported having passed 
through a great quantity of wreckage at 1 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. The crew 
counted the bodies of ten dead men, each 
with a cork life-prese#yer strapped around 
it. They also saw a living man perched on 
top of the roof of acabin. He was shouting 
for help, but although his cries could be dis- 
tinctly heard the crew of the vessel say they 
were powerless to render any assistance, 
The schooner Horace H. Badger passed 
through the wreckage later in the day and 
sighted two bodies. . : 
_Probably not less than thirty and perhaps 
fifty persons perished with the steamer. The 
exact number may never be known. Only 
one list of the passengers and crew was 
kept, and that was aboard of the Vernon. 
Tnere is no survivor to tell the story. The 
managers of the line say the crew numbered 
between twenty-three and tweaty-six, and 
they know the names of only eight. Wheels- 
men, firemen, and deckhands are changed so 
frequently that no effort is made to keep a 
list of them. Nor can they give any informa- 
tion cencerning the passengers. The steam-

—How the Farmer Is Robbed.

“ Now, ir necessity of this re- 
duction. How shall it be accomplished! You 
have two ways of doing it. ties on im- 
ports reduced or else internal-revenue taxa- 
tion cut down.

uired. ‘About 25 cents,’ was his answer. 
hat made the flour cost $3.50 per barrel. 

“There are, I told him, “200 pounds of 
flour in a barrel; that makes the flour come 
to one and three-quarters cents a pound. 
What do you pay for nas?’ I inqu

Ten or 12 cents.’ 

That leaves the manufacturer two 
and a half a pound?’ 

„Tes, answered the superintendent. 

Now, the manufacturer has to have his 
profit out of the flour and so has the commis- 
sion-man. The cost of transporting the flour 
from Minneapolis to Pittsburg was 100 per 
cent greater than the cost of transporting 
iron-ore from Michigan to the furnace. 
Now,“ said 1. ‘what is a reasonable caicula- 
tion of what the farmer got for bis wheat out 
of which that flour was 
safe to say that he got somewhere between a 
minimum of 40 and a maximum of 60 cents a 


cents

bushel. Letus say he got the maximum. 


That would give him one cent per pound.“ 

Now nails are not as cheap in Minneap- 
olis and the West as they are when sold at 
wholesale in Pittsburg. The Minnesota 
farmer will have to pay three cents a pound 
for nails. He will have to exchange three 
pounds of wheat, for one of nails. Thatis 
what it amounts to. Yet that one single 
manufactory that I visited in Pennsylvania, 
leaving all the others aside, could, if worked 
365 days in the year, turn outa million tons 
of iron suitable for the manufacture of nails. 
And yet the average duties on this article of 
nails amount today to about 46 per cent. 

“I wish to show the farmers how impossi- 
ble it 1s that the agricultural interests of 
this country should be prosperous when com- 
pelled to pay 40 to 50 per cent more for every- 
thing they consume and everything they 
have to in competition with the markets 
of the world. 

“ The United States raises about 450,000,000 
bushels of wheat annually and consumes two- 
thirds of it. The other 150,000,000 bushels 
find a market abroad, and the price obtained 
fixes the price of the 300,000,000 bushels 
consumed at home. If the 300,000,000 bushels 
could bring more in Europe they would go 
there, too. 

The high protection theory is the at- 
est failacy men ever weredeluded by. Whom 
is the American farmer competing with 
abroad? He is competing with the ryots of 
India, who earn five to seven cents a day, and 
the cheap labor of sants in the Baltic 
provinces of Russia. The farmer has no pro- 
tection, nor can the Government give him 
any. But it can make him pay double for 
everything he consumes, and that is just 
what the tariff is doing now. 

„Every high-protectionist tells you that 
the balance of trade is the surest test of a 
nation’s prosperity. I will not dispute this 
point. But I ask the high-protectionist: ‘If 
this be true from your standpoint, why hasn't 

our policy done something to secure us this 
ance of trade? What are the articles that 
give us this balance?’ The answer is, ‘ Wheat, 
corn, cotton, coal oil, beef, cattle, butter 
cheese.’ Natural products, all; not one of 
them protected by the Government. 

„And what proportion of manufactured ar- 
ticles protected by a 46 ver cent tariff goes to 
help the balance of trade in our favor, com- 
pared with the entire amount of our export 
articles! So that it is swallowed up in 
the aggregate.

‘ with Tidewater. 

Dis Moras, Ia., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—The an- 
nouncement is made of the appointment of C. F. 
Meek, Superintendent of the Wabash Western, 
Des Moines & Northwestern, and St. Louis, Des 
Moines & Northern Railways of this city, to be 


General Manager of the Denver, Texas & Fort 
Worth Railway, with headquarters at Denver. 
The tegen py is announced by Morgan Jones, 
President of the Fort Worth & Denver Railway; 
John Evans, President of the Denver, Texas &

The Chicago, Kalamazoo & Saginaw. 
KALAMAZOO, Mich., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—The 
new road between Chicago and Saginaw Valley, 
known as the Chicago, Kalamazoo & Saginaw 


Railroad, from late developments seems as- 


sured. The section between Kalamazoo and 
Hastings, thirty-one miles, is finished and paid 
for, and cars will be running over it this week. 
At a meeting of the Board of Directors yesterday 
action was taken towards building a line from 
Hastings to Saginaw, ninety-five miles, and from 
Kalamazoo to the Grand Trunk, twenty-two 
miles, at or near Marcellus, Cass County. The 
money for the first part of the work 
has been subscribed, and the survey of the 
Saginaw and Hastings section will begin 
immediately. The line is direct and saves over 
thirty miles on shipments from the Saginaw 
Valley to the West. The road will be capitalized 
lower than any of the other lines, requiring fixed 
charges on not more than 8, 000 a mile indebted- 


ness. The road traverses one of the finest agri- 
cultural sections of Michigan, crosses several 
feeders,

DAVENPORT, Ia., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—The offi- 
cers and the directors of the proposed Daven- 
port, lowa & Dakota Railroad, for which a tax 
of $125,000 was voted by the city some time ago, 
has let the contract for building ten miles of the 
road.

The Chicago Committee of East-Bound 
Freight Traffic held another meeting Saturday 
at Chairman Blanchard's office to further con- 
sider whether the reduced rates on butter and 
high-class freight to New York made by the Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk should be met. As no sat- 
isfactory reply from the trunk lines had been re- 
ceived it was decided to postpone action until 
Chairman Blanchard had fu r communica 
with the trunk lines. 


Official notice was given yesterday of the 
appointment of Mr. B. Thomas, late General 
Superintendent of the Erie, as General Superin- 
tendentent of the Chicago & Atlantic, and all 
officers and agents of the road are instruct- 
ed to report directly to General Superintendent 
Thomas, instead of to Generai Manager Brough- 
ton as heretofore. This confirms the reports 
that Mr. Broughton is to be relieved from the 
active management of the road. Mr. J. H. Par- 
sons, for some years past General Superintend- 
ent of the Chicago & Atlantic, tendered his resig- 
nation some time ago to take effect Sept. 1, but 
he consented to continue to serve until his suc- 
cessor was appointed. He retires Nov. 1.

The ht was.caused 
by the Burlington’s demand that the Missouri 
Pacific and Rock Island should make a higher 
rate on slack coal to Omaha, as their distance 
was longer than by the Burlington. As slack 
coal is not worth more than the cost of loading 
and freight charges at Omaha the Burlington's 
competitors declined to allow the Burlington to 
charge a lower rate than by their lines, and the 
result was that rates finally went down to 4 
cents per ton. The rate on regular soft coal 
shipments, however, has been lately advanced 
again to about 81 per ton. 

Chairman Blanchard gives notice that the

But this is neither the Paradise of Scripture nor 
the Paradise of John Ruskin. He says in his 
autobiography that the difference between the 
Garden of Eden and his garden was, that in his 
all the fruit was forbidden and there were 
no companionable beasts. Art may, well 
complain thus of Chicago, For her there 
is here no fruit; and there are few companions 
beyend the Lincoln statue and a couple of fine 
fountai®. Materially Chicago is ahead ot all 
the provincial cities of Great Britain—excapt, 
perhaps, Liverpool; of all the cities of Italy; of 
all of France, and of all of Austriaand Germany. 
Her highest boast in taste is one Art Institute 
whose walls were reared only very recentl;. 
Yet the appeal for art in Chicago is direct, even 
selfish, because of this very commercial growth. 
In ancient ti art was cultivated solely for 
beauty; in medieval, chiefly for religion. The 
modern. age, of which Chicago is a 
preéminent type, has introduced art into 
industry and commerce. In this distinct 
departure from both medievalism and classicism, 
France led; Germany and Austria followed; 
England has been the latest and the most enter- 
prising. The principles of beauty formulated by 
the Greeks, and fully developed by the Italians, 
waited for a practical spirit in a working world, 
not a dreaming or a pious one. to make them uni- 
versal. Philosophers may differ about the rela- 
tive superiority of modern over ancient and mid- 


dle-age existence. It may pass without contro- 


versy that life was quite as well worth living in 
Greece, with a band of cultivated scholars, 
coteries of metapbysicians, and groups of paint- 
ers, senlptors, and architects, to whom the most 
illustrious of moderns could teach nothing were 
they to return, while the masses of the 
people were helots—as in our new cities, with 
political equality, general sanitation, free 
schools, absence of taste, and indifference to met- 
aphysics. It may be true, too, that life was bet- 
ter worth living in fasts, rags, cold church floors, 
and unclean houses filled with religious symbols, 
in medieval Italy, thanin our Puritan plainess 
of ceremonial, our poverty of religious symbol, 
and skeptical religious sense. 

But the fact stands that the age in which our 
lives are castis the age that has applied the 
principles of art to everything that makes life 
materially delightful; and the fact is also that 
Chicago, the youngest and most eager and 
successful example of the modern age, 
is still a pauper m this chief charac- 
teristic of its parentage. Athens may have built 
beautiful temples for the joy of the eye and the 
dreams of beauty they inspire. Florence, Ven- 
ice, Rome, Pisa, may have adorned themselves 
for the assurance which religion, symbolized in 
beautiful art-forms, conveys of a Heaven that is 
to compensate with sensuous delight the lack of 
earthly comfort and the exercise of ascetic 
virtue. But the formation of art centres in 
France, Aust the Netherlands, Germany, and 
England was pired more than a hundred 
years ago largely by the commercial impulse— 
by the wish to make articles of trade so attract- 
ive that more money would go back from the 
markets to the ee them. 

In provincial France are more than 100 
public art- museums, each of which had its origin 
in local enterprise associated with manufactures. 
They aré all centres of industry, and it was the 
output of their potteries and factories which 
gave France the preéminence she so long en- 
joyed in the higher “grades of industrial art. 
Austria and Germany have adopted her scheme 
of placing collections of pictures, sculpture, and 
brig-a-brac of a teaching character near the man- 
ufacturing points; schools of design were always 
their companions; and the result can be traced 
in the ledgers of the world’s trade. In En- 
gland, slow but reflective, cautious but 
beld when convinced, the springing up of 
art museums and schools in the districts 
of the potteries and factories has been within a 
very recent od. Its inspiration was purely 
commercial; its in ace was primarily directed 
to the improvemcni tf wares. The effect, due to 
the abundance of natural material, unlimited 
capital, and the importation of experienced mas- 
ters at higher wages than they could earn on the 
Continent, has been that English porcelain, and 
even silks and velvets, to say nothing of the 
fiood of small articles of household necessity or 
decoration, have actually begun to take away 
even the Continental markets from France. 

The modern relationship, therefore, of com- 
merce and art is natural, honest, and praise- 
worthy. Yet Chicago, surpassing in energy, 
commercial ambition, and brains of busi- 
ness all the provincial cities of the Con- 
tinent and of Great Britain, remains all 
but a pauper in that which has made the indus- 
trial arts so beautiful and so profitable in Man- 
chester as well as in Lyons, in Birmingham as 
well asin Tours and Orleans, in Worcester as 
well as in Limoges. Ifthe establishment of art- 
museums iu these cities did nothing more than 
refine and improve manufactures, the wisdom of 


‘their founders would be amply demonstrated. 


That they do much more—that they make recre- 
ation of a lofty and pure sort possible in places 
where it had been only degrading and brutal— 
surely ought to count for something. However 
high, elevating, and purifying its influence, to 
the merchants and manufacturers of these pro- 
vincial cities the credit of the establishment of 
the public art-museums, and of the schools of 
design which are associated with them, is to be 
allotted. 


Possibly the tardiness with which the public 
spirit of Chicago approaches the subject of art 
in a public way is attributable in a large meas- 
ure to a sincere diffidence and to an explicable 
timidity. Honest men, proud of the city which 
has made them rich, detest shams and abstain 
from shamming; and they fear, many of them, 
that they would be charged with paltry affecta- 
tion were they to engage in forwarding a public 
art-museum. That, untaught technically in art, 
they should shrink from personal ex- 
posure to sarcasm when engaged in 
promoting it is not strange in view of 
the cleverness and success with which Chicago 
has been caricatured in matters of taste. But if 
this difidence, this timidity, had operated in 
other countries, in other cities, where the same 
conditions of life prevail, as they do in fact uni- 
versally, provincial France would be without its 
hundred museums, Staffordshire and Worcester- 
shire would still be turning out nothing but 
muddy “chaney,” while most of the world would 
coatinue to buy porcelain from that little but 
svrightly spot in Holland which gives its name to 
its chief product—Delft. 

The truth is that tnere is no logical ground for 
satire upon the mutuaily decent and becoming 
relationship of commerce and art—of want of 
technical training in art with. ite practical ad- 
vancement. If art were to be advanced only by 
ertists we should soon be without it. It would 
stop in the galleries where the past has 
gathered its remains together. Genius in all 
the arts has sprung out of lowly places. Run the 
names over—the immortal in music, in 
sculpture, in arehitecture. in ting, in the 
drama—even in literature, which is above all the 
others an eclectic and cultivated occupation, in 


which mediocrity can succeed without feeling | 


the pang of defective creative power—and it is 
clear that from ignorance, from poverty, from 
pain and misery, flowered forth genius to make 
all the arts more resplendent in every succeed-

It is believed 
that the investigating commission will pro- 
tect Wilson, but the entire Boulanger crowd 
will do all they can to keep up public excite- 
ment in order to secure the downfall of the 
Ministry. Albert Wolf says that even the 
enemies of Grévy must feel sympathy 
for the old man who has been so cruelly 
tried, but adds, while admitting that Grévy 
possesses all the civil virtues, the people are 
convinced that he lacks the essential quali- 
ties for the Chief of the French Government. 
He should, outside of all questions of poli- 
tics, be acuve in Parisian life and take a 
larger place in its movements, so as to draw 
this great city from the dullness that devours 
it and which everywhere changes its nation- 
al destiny. It is this idea that Paris owes its 
dullmess to the heavy reign of a quiet, re- 
served, and respectable President which is 
at the bottom of the popular expregsions in 
favor of a change of government. Wilson 
plays avery small part.

A GREAT VIOLINIST GONE. 


The Career of Remenyi—Drowned Off the 
Island of Madagascar. 

A brief dispatch in Tun Trisvxe a few 
days ago contained the sad intelligence that 
the famous violinist, Reményi, who was a 
familiar figure in our concert- rooms, met his 
death by drowing off the Island of Madagas- 
car. The deceased musician has had a re- 
markabie and adventurous career. He was 
born in Hungary in 1830, and received his 
early musical education from Böhm, the 
teacher of Joachim, at Vienna. In 1846 he 
took partin the revolution, as Adjutant to 
Gen. Girgey, and at its close was compelled 


to expatriate himself. In 18538 he made the 
uaintance of Liszt, who was attracted b 


1 * 
his skill, and became his personal friend. In 


1860 he was amnestied and returned to 
Austria, where he became solo violin- 
ist to the Emperor. In 1865 he played 
in Paris and created a furor. . About 
this time he discovered Brahms and 
made some concert tours with him, but 
for some reason, in all probability his sensa- 
tionalism, he now encountered the hostility | 
of Liszt and also of Joachim, and as Brahms 
was now recognized by them as arising 
genius in composition, they advised him to 
sever his connection with Remé which 
he did. He then made tours alone through 
Germany, Holland, Belgium, and England, 
everywhere meeting with great success, In 
1881 he came to this country and for four or 
five years was the rage ia concert circles.
